Chinese Trying to Stall 


Jap Offensive.

The Chinese-Japanese war ended 


Its first year Wednesday while Eu- 
rope sought to hasten termination 
~ 
the Spanish civil war by speed- 


ing withdrawal of its foreign sol- 
diers. 


The Chinese, trying desperately 


to block the invaders' drive on 
Hankow, the provisional capital, 
laid new mines in the Yangtze 
river about Hukow and strength- 
ened a defensive boom, across the 
river 30 miles above Kiukiang. 
They reported they had given 
the Japanese setbacks on two 
other fronts—along the Yellow 
river, where they said they had 
inflicted 700 casualties in southern 
Shansi province, and along the 
coast northeast of Nanking, where 
they said they had captured the 
towns of Fowning and Yencheng. 
In Tokyo the war office an- 
nounced the Japanese had occu- 
pied 775,000 square miles of Chi- 
nese territory and caused 1,300,000 
casualties. 
Japanese losses were 
listed at 36,629, but Chinese at 
.various times have reported cas- 
ualties among the Japanese far in 
excess of that number. 
No ac- 
curate neutral figures were avail 
able. 
In 
Spain, 
insurgent 
troops 
rushed heavy reinforcements to 
the 12 mile front along the Med- 
iterranean coast to take advantage 
of a series of thrusts which forced 
government militiamen to fall back 
at four points. 
Two insurgent columns closed in 
on Nules, strongly fortified town, 
from the north and west. Two 
other units sought to pierce the

Kansas City Receives 1,230 


More Carloads. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UP). The 
record flow of wheat thru the 
Kansas 
City market 
continued 
Wednesday, Receipts for the day 
w e r e 
1,230 carloads—1,980,000 
bushels, making the receipts for 
Wednesday and Tuesday 7,694,000 
bushels. 
This is enough wheat to 
make about 35,000,000,000 loaves 
of bread, or almost a loaf for each 
dollar of the national debt. 
It 
was the largest run in the history 
of the market, which is the world's 
largest cash wheat mart, ,and no 
letup was in sight. 
This sustained flow was not ex- 
pected. 
Harvest conditions sud- 
denly became ideal and under 100 
degree temperatures 
that pre- 
vailed late last week the wheat 
ripened almost overnight, was cut 
and threshed. Southwestern wheat 
farmers showed an unexpected in- 
clination to dump their product on 
the market now at prevailing 
comparatively low prices rather 
than hold it.

Does Bulk of the Thinking in 


New Deal Program of 


the President.

WASHINGTON.—The thinking 


of the new deal is done by the 
president and his circle of private 
advisers. Together they consti- 
tute a remarkable group mind, in 
which policies are originated, plans 
are 
prepared 
and 
the future 
charted. 
And unless appearances 


deceive, the most 
important de- 


velopment of the last year Is that 
this group mind has, so to speak, 
made itself up. In the first foot- 
ball game period of the new deal, 
there was no definiteness of di- 
i ection. 
The 
president openly 
hankered for 
a "planned 
econ- 
omy," but the government dashed 
first this way and then that, aa 
one expedient or another appealed 
to the president, until it resem- 
bled a well intentioned but head- 
less chicken. 


Now it may be said that the 
president and his intimate circle 
have agreed on broad principles of 
policy, forming a pretty coherent, 
thoroly native, American 
liberal- 
radical program, it is this pro- 
gram that the president in his fire- 
side chat asked all "liberals" to 
support, and all "conservatives" to 
oppose. 
It is with this program 
that he and his advisers hope to 
produce the broad political realign- 
ment which is now their first am- 
bition. 


Points of a Program. 


Naturally the program can be 
described only in the roughest 
terms, since it exists in .men's 
minds, not on pape*-. Moreover, 
two things must be remembered. 
In certain fields, such as agricul- 
ture and foreign affairs, where the 
president's private 
advisers are 
without 
influence, the 
program 
does not apply. And, second, the 
agreement on it was recent. It 
reached the maturity of general 
consent only when the need to 
blame someone else for the new 
depression drove the president to 
an anti-monopoly crusade. 


So much for exceptions. 
The 
heart of the program is old fash- 
ioned trust busting, brought up to 
date by new and more radical 
methods. Enforcing free competi- 
tion on business is the central ob- 
jective. 
Louis Dembitz Brandeis 
has always been an admired and 
consulted hero of the members of 
the present inner circle at the 
white-house. His writings on the 
"curse of bigness" are now the 
central doctrinal text of the new 
deal. 
The- enforcement of free 
competition is qualified, however, 
in four directions. First, by such 
measures as the wage-hour biJi, 
the new dealers would establish 
competitive level. Second, by such 
agencies as the securities and ex- 
change commission, they would 
regulate business practices. Third, 
by labor and social legislation, 
they would ease the lot of the 
workers and the poor. And, fourth 
in industries where monopoly is 
natural and unavoidable, or too 
well established to be destroyed 
some of the new dealers would 
substitute public for private own- 
ership. 


To this last, even in the utilities 
Industry, the president probably 
does not subscribe, and each 
the men around him would g 
you a diffei ent opinion 
on 
the 
problem Altho the belief in public 
owneiship is widespread, it has 
always been concealed, for pohti 
cal reasons. Yet it has important 
ly affected the new deal course 
The utilities policy, for example 
has been conceived by public own 
ership men, and that is why, even 
when the utilities companies have 
showed some sense, compromis 
has always proved so difficult. 


In Jackson's Shadow. 


The new program, richly gilde. 
as it is with government spending 
possesses immense and obvious at 
tractions for the mass of voters 
It has everything, including th 
mose useful of political scapegoats 
big business. With its emphasis o: 
trust busting it is also square-l 
in 
the 
American, Jacksonian 
Roosevelt inn 
tradition. 
At 
th 
same time, it is quite as radica 
as the economy planning of sue 
banished favorites as Rex Tug: 
well. Big business is here, and th 
process of breaking it up is sur 
to be more painful than the NRV 
process of dominating and plan 
lung; it. 


But the most important thing 
about the program are that it pro 
vidcs workable basis for politica 
realignment, and that, if it pro 
duces realignment it will rcquir 
a marked and startling change i 
American governmental method 
Clearly the program calls for 
vast exercise of federal powers, 
which, of course, the president an 
his advisers are far from avers 
But if the president can form 
new liberal party and instill it 
office to exercise these vast pov 
ers, the party will fail if it is le 
by old fashioned American po 
ticians. Such a government as th 
president and his circle envisio 
can only be managed by expert 
intellectual technicians. In the 
last years, the president has use 
his private advisers as his tec 
nicians and experts. 
While the 
have marked defects, of partisan- 
ship, political irresponsibility and 
inexperience, they have served him ' 
pretty well. But, in the future, it 
will be necessary to find perma- 
ment places at the council table 
for men of their type, without their 
failings. 
The problem of the 
president, 
in 
perpetuating his 


new deal is to find political suc- 
cessors who will associate with 
new dealers.-

Id would increase 69 percent. 
Persons over 65, now comprising 
.bout 6 percent of the population, 
will constitute 15 percent of it in 
980. 
People under 20, now about 


17 percent of the population, will 
le only about 25 percent in 1980. 
"A most striking feature of the 


>opulation shift predicted for the 
iext few decades," the report said, 
is the increase in the number of 
ilder workers relative to the num- 
ber of younger adults." 
All this, the committee sug- 
gested, might be circumvented by 
•elaxation of present bars to im- 
migration and by a reversal of the 
diminishing birth rate, but in the 
ong run a halt in the population 
ncrease might not be such a bad 
thing after all. 
"It may, on the whole,1' it said, 
'be beneficial rather than injuri- 
ous to the life of the nation. It 
assures a continuance of a favor- 
able ratio of population to natural 
resources of the 
United States. 
5ach citizen of this country will 
continue to have, on the average, 
larger amount of arable land, 
minerals and other natural re- 
sources at his disposal than the 
citizen of the countries of the old 
world. This supplies the material 
basis for a higher level of living,"

toward a population estimate of 
158,000,000 by 1988 it said there 
was a possibility that the peak 
might actually be 138,000,000 and

college. He came to the Univer- 
sity of Nebiaska from South Da- 
kota in 1899. first as professor of 
animal husbandry in charge of 
farmers' institutes from 1899 to 
1907, In 1901 he was made asso- 
ciate dean of the Industrial col- 
lege in charge of agricultural in- 
struction and director of the ex- 
periment station. In the reorgan- 
ization of colleges in 1909 he be- 
came the first dean of the college 
of agriculture, a position he held 
until 1928. In 1927 following Dr. 
Samuel Avery's retirement from 
the chancellorship, he was made 
acting chancellor of the University 
of Nebraska, a position he held 
until March 3, 1928, when he was 
made chancellor. 
Under his administration of the 
college of agriculture the old uni- 
versity farm grew from a mere 
farm with a few inferior buildings 
to an impressive college with nome 
ten large buildings. 
Coincident 
with the rise in scientific agricul- 
ture the comprehensive system of 
experiment stations thruout * the 
slate was developed. 
His decade as chancellor of the 
state university were years of 
many educational and financial 
problems 
due 
to 
deDressions, 
drouth years, and a changing con- 
ception of the value of education. 
During the difficult drouth and de- 
pression years he labored hard and 
managed to keep the University 
of Nebraska in the fore as an in- 
stitution of educational reputation 
During the past several years he 
has been faced with the problem 
of an ever increasing student body, 
now the largest in the history of 
the school, with appropriations but 
little higher than 1933. 


Several Buildings. 


During his administration the 
widely known Morrill hall, housing 
the art and geological museums, 
was erected on the city campus, 
as was Andrews hall, a classroom 
building. 
Other major buildings 
erected during the past decade in- 
clude the power plant on North 
i4th street; Carrie Belle Raymond 
ball, the women's residence on 16th

The total excluded $17,000,000 
in modernization and repair loans 
and $8,000,00 in large scale rental 
projects. 
McDonald told reporters the up- 
turn 
in building 
"considerably 
brightens the industrial picture." 
Before receiving McDonald's re- 
port the president conferred with 
Secy. Ickes, discussing projects in 
the leading-spending program. 
The president's heavy calling 
list was designed to leave him free 
to begin preparation Thursday of 
the first of his addresses. 
The first speech of the trip will 
be made at Marietta, O., Friday 
morning at a celebration 
com- 


memorating the opening of the 
northwest. 
The white house said that Mr. 
Roosevelt's itinerary, so far as it 
has been completed, has been tele- 
graphed to all senators and gov- 
ernors m states thru which he will 
pass.

DROUTH LESSONS. 


Man learns by experience. Some- 


times it takes a great deal of 
experience to teach simple facts. 
Agriculture in Nebraska has been 
he principal occupation of 
its 


ieople for many decades. In that 
ime the state has gone thru sev- 
ral drouths and has been overrun 
vith grasshoppers and other crop 
>ests. 
From these farmers have 


earned many lessons, yet, in 
>eriod of ^ood crop years the till- 
ers of the soil lose sight of the 
better practice and wander away 
rom safe procedure. 


That is made plain by the recent 


statement of H. J. Gramlich of the 
Nebraska college of 
agriculture. 


He cited 
six 
lessons that 
the 


drouth has taught us. These are: 
The advantage of diversification 
of crops on every farm; adapta- 
tion of forage and grain sorghums 
to Nebraska weather conditions; 
comparative sureness of fall sown 
rye; advantage of a reserve sup- 
sly of feed for livestock; the ex- 
tent to which feed grains can be 
substituted for corn; the weather 


always uncertain. 
Diversification has been urged 


by many agricultural authorities 
since the state first began to grow 
crops. 
Yet in a long series of 


years, when much corn and much 
wheat was 
raised 
every 
year, 


many farmers pinned their faith | 
and risked their future on these ' 
crops alone. 


One thing the farmers have 


learned in the past five years is 
the necessity of caring for their 
pastures. 
Feed lands that were 


overpastured were hardest hit by 
the drouth and some of these will 
be many years 
in coming back. 


Some farmers who took proper 
care of their wild grass areas have 
a fair crop of grass this year. 
Others who pastured them until 
the grass roots were killed and the 
surface reduced to dust, have been 
forced 
to depend this year on 


seeded pastures. 


Dr. Chauncey Sumuel Boucher, 


chancellor-elect of the University 
of Nebraska, who is to take charge 
in September, ipent the day Wed- 
ne*day yetting acquainted with 
those here with whom he will 
work and come in contact. 
He 


spent part of the day Tuesday at 
Omaha inspecting the medical col- 
lege there and formed a fine im- 
pression of that part of the uni- 
versity. 
His first impressions of 
the plant here were pleasing. Dr. 
Boucher has had a wide experience 
in school affairs and comes to 
Nebraska from the presidency of 
the University of West Virginia.

The 
daughter will take post graduate 
work in the fine arts department.

Warning to someone sending in 


false ambulance calls is requested. 
One ambulance service has re- 
ceiVod four fake calls in two davs. 
When the ambulance arrives at 
the address naffied no one knows 
why the call was sent. In most 
cases motor car accidents have 
been reported asking for an am- 
bulance at once. Such calls, when 
made in a hurry, carry with them 
a great amount of risk. A serious 
accident on such a call might re- 
sult In a very unpleasant situa- 
tion for the person sending a false 
alarm.. Every effort is being made 
to find and locate the sender of 
these calls.

In contrast with this was 
the deaths of 258 persons during 
the two days from motor car 
crashes.

So he bethought 
him of a medical acquaintanci 
the superintendent of a large hos- 
pital, and casually dropped into the 
super's office. The super listened 
to the history and bade the visitoi 
to stick around a while.

OF ALL disturbances of the skin, 


few others are more embarrassing 
and annoying than acne. 
Though 


It produces no physical pain, the 
victim is self-conscious and con- 
stantly worried over the blemishes 
and appearance of his ~km. In 
course of time- it may produce an 
"inferiority 
complex", 
a feeling 


that everybody is better than the 
pimply-faced youth. 


Early attention to this common 


ailment brings relief and even com- 
plete cure. But, unfortunately, it is 
a condition often neglected or care- 
lessly handled. Because of its ef- 
fect on the emotions of the child, 
it is of the utmost importance that 
acne be treated as soon as possible. 


The skin should be kept clean. 


It cannot be healthy otherwise, nor 
can the general health be perfect. 
One of the functions of the skin is 
to help rid the body of undesirable 
substances. 
This process is pro- 


moted by the sweat glands. 
A 


•oiled or infected skin interferes 
with this important function. 


Skin Unhealthy 


The victim of acne has a greasy 


and unhealthy appearing skm. It 
looks dirty even if it is not. The 
face, neck and back are the parts 
most frequently involved, but any 
portion of the body may be cov- 
ered by unsightly pimples. 


Neglect of the eruption leads to 


the development of pustules, pus- 
filled pimples. 
Frequently, these 


pustules are scratched and "rrltat- 
ed, with added infection. 
When 


this occurs permanent; scars may 
follow. 


The actual cause of this aidiction 


Is not known. It appears to be re- 
lated to certain glandular changes 
in the body. These changes are 
traced to bad habits, such as faulty 
elimination, improper diet, lack of 
exercise and inadequate bathing-. 


What to Avoid 


Those who are subject to acne 


•hould avoid fried and greasy foods, 
quantities of salt, pepper, apices 
and pickles. 
They should refrain 


from rich desserts and pastries. 
Six to eight glasses of water daily 
and adequate /amounts of fresh 
fruits and vegetables In the daily 
diet will help a lot. 


There are many ointments, salves 


and local medications which are 
highly recommended for acne. But 
please bear in mind that what is 
good for one person may be harm- 
ful for another. The texture of the 
skin of different 
individuals is 


widely different. 
What may be a 


soothing lotion, for one person may 
actually irritate the skin of an- 
other. 


It is always best for the victim 


cf acne or any other skin disorder 
to consult with the doctor. He will 
determine the cause of the erup- 
tion.

"This is correct on the mental 
side," Alex answered, "but on the 
physical side, it is in the stomach 
or abdomen. 
We all know that 
most golf faults are caused by 
tension. We can prove that by 
comparing almost any 
golfer's 
practice swing with his working 
swing. They don't look any more 
alike than a lily and poison Ivy. 
Most of this tension is located in 
the stomach, where the nerve and 
digestive centers are fairly close 
together." 
"Just why is this ?'* I asked. 
"The original tension force starts 


from, the brain. When the average 
golfer even touches a club, he be- 
gins to freeze or tighten up. But 
there is another reason. The aver- 
age golfer also bends over too 
much. You can't get most of them 
to stand up fairly straight in a 
natural, conrfortable position.From 
the tension spot in the abdomen, 
the poison runs to feet, legs, shoul- 
ders, arms, hands and wrists. It 
travels as swiftly as lighted pow- 
der. Any golfer oould at least help 
himself a great deal if he or she 
would only stand more comfort- 
ably, more erect in addressing the 
ball."

DRAIN FAULTS. 


That Is true. It is. also true that 
moat golfing 
faults 
are brain- 


made, not muscle made. 
For example, the average golfer 


thinks largely in terms of hitting 
the ball—which means in terms of 
the downswing-. 
It rarely occurs to him that the 
backswing must be handled or di- 
rected correctly before any satis- 
fying downswing can 
be of any 
use.I should say that at least 80 per- 
cent of all golfers never finish the 
hackswing before the
